The spider shows quite plainly and 
heavily on some groves already ,ho 
Bays, and will undoubtedly increase aB 
the weather gets hotter. 


The red spider breeds rapidly as 
the warm weather comes. The meth­ 
ods of eradicating It are by dry sul­ 
phur spraying, or by the use of lime 
and sulphur In the form of a wet spray. 
Regular spraying outfits have been at 
work in the valley, keeping down the 
red 
spider 
during the last 
several 
years. 


Horticultural 
Commissioner 
Wil­ 
liam Wood, at the head of the county 
office, was In Covina this week, and 
while hero, stated that the county ofll>,[ 
clals very much favorod the wet spray 
of ltm« and sulphur, as thin spray wus 
killing a much higher percentage of 
the Spider than the dry spray.

Study of Wild-Flowers 


In the year's plan of work, study 
and entertainment for the Monday Af­ 
ternoon Club members, California was 
the central 
theme running

the nine months. The various phases 
of art, literature, history, drama and 
music made up the program. 
Last 
Monday was "California Nature Day," 
with Mrs| James Barlow of Rivera aa 
speaker. Mrs. Barlow la not a straug- 
er to Covina people, since the late 
Mrs. Harry H. Church wns her niece, 
and she has ninny friends here. 


In a very happy, Blmple way the 
speaker Introduced her topic as "Cali­ 
fornia Wild Flowers," upon which she 
was well prepared to speak. 
While 
everyone has a hobby, hers has for 
many years been wild flowers, and 
she showed a rare Intimacy and ap­ 
preciation of those of the southland. 
In speaking of the ordinary oversight 
of the beauty of wild things In na­ 
ture, MrB. Barlow said, "Hundreds can 
talk, to one who thinks; 
thousands 
can think, to one who BOOB—and to 
Bee aright 1B to live fully. To most 
people botany Is a dull subject, nnd lb 
may be, If studied from a book, but 
the right way to study flowers and 
plants Is afield and afoot. Learn with 
reverence how the clover goes to Bleep 
and just how the prlmroBOB grow and 
bloom. Primroses are the most Inter­ 
esting of all wild flowers, *and Just 
now the canyons and valleys are full 
of them. 
Other flowers Just now In 
blpom arc mimulous, shooting Btars, 
tidy tip, and wild pnnsles. Cajon Pass 
is the moBt perfect field of wild flow­ 
ers I have over Boon anywhere, and 
it 1H well worth the journey of some 
distance to see the glory and wonder 
of bjpero.".

In the San Gabriel canyon, whioh is about five miles from Covina, 
the fishermen are now whippingt the stream, and those among them 
who have taken time to study the sport will catch as many fish as 
they need. 
It is not a game that demands the ultra-expert. 
A little 
study will produce favorable results. 


But the amateur fisherman js prone to start for the canyon at a 
comfortable hour of the morning, and will arrive at. the place, where 
he unjoints his rod about 30 or 11 o'clock in the morning. 
lie may 
spend hours along the stream, and never see a trout-ripple. 


Trout can be caught in the very early morning, or even up until 
9 o'clock, providing the sun does not get hot. 
And from 4 until sun­ 
down, the fishing is liable to be good. 
The fish will rise eagerly to 
the Royal Coachman in the Hpriflg, or in fact, to any bright-colored 
fly skillfully cast. 
The trout of the San Gabriel are rainbow 
and 
steelhead, and the river is stocked each year by the state fish and 
game commission. 
Except that you gel far up in some of the more 
inaccessible canyons, the trout are not especially large, but are large 
enough for satisfactory fishing. 
In midsummer, the fish in the lower 
canyon are sluggish. 
The water is warm, aud summer insects are 
plenty. 
About the only way you can fill a trout string in mid-summer 
is to tish with worms, and the places Avhere worms can bo found in 
the canyon arc scarce as hen's teeth. 
Good results can be obtained 
in this river, however, if you follow some of the simple rules of the 
game, and many a Covina fisherman is now returning with a flue 
creel of rainbow.

may be a wealth of purple and white lilacs, or "layloeks," as the old- 
fashioned call them. 
Sometimes it happens that on Decoration 
day 
the apple trees' are all in bloom, which makes a flower garden of all 
out-of-doors, but if the season is backward, then Decoration day and 
"Whitsunday, or White Sunday, will pass without the fruit-tree blos T 
soms. 


In Southern California, the poppy is the flower that, like the 
eastern daisy, is the early spring flower for Decoration. 
The poppy 
is a chalice of gold, with deep shadings that are almost 
flame-color, 
and often a shadowed bloom almost umber. 
It is a hardy 
flower, 
cheerfully vigorous where the soil is not especially good, and not too 
particular about lots of moisture, although its perfection is seen where 
it is given the care that can be had in a flower-garden. 
It is now in 
bloom everywhere. 
Acres' of it run like a fix*e over ihe foothills, and 
there is very little danger of the city folks killing it out with their 
springtime forays to the hills. 
One poppy-plant sows thousands of 
seeds the size of a mustard-seed, and these are spread by the wind, 
the rain, and the birds. The poppy is more beautiful than any orchid 
that ever cost a fortune to propagate.

On 
April 1st there were on hand 294,257 
books. This means that between now 
and the fall opening of the schools 
there will have to be 
manufactured 
over 500,000 books. State Printer F. 
W. Richardson says it is very doubt­ 
ful whether with the limited amount 
of equipment of the state bindery and 
the extra length of the legislative ses­ 
sion he will be able to meet this de­ 
mand.

Climbing to Church. 


The only way of reaching the old 
parish church at Whitby, ln Yorkshire, 
from the town is by moans of 100 stono 
steps, probably as curious an approach 
to a place of worship an any in the 
kingdom. 
The church stands on tho 
east cliff some 200 feet above sea levol,

CAUSE OF CHLOROSIS FOUND BY INSPECTOR 


HODGES AROUSES INTEREST OF SCIENTISTS 


About a year an<| three months ago, 
James R. Hodges of Covina, 
hortl 
cultural inspector in the employ of 
the county commission, discovered a. 
nematode (threadlike worm) at work 
on the rootlets of the orange trees. 
Where 
these 
worms are at work, 
chlorosis, or mottled leaf, was found. 
Where the nematodes were not found, 
there was little or no chlorosis. 


Hodges examined these worms un­ 
der a microscope in his laboratory; 
he stained some of the specimens so 
that 
they could be seen with the 
naked eye, sent them to the office of 
the county horticultural 
commission, 
making a report that he believed the 
parasitic worm to bo the cause of 
mottled leaf. 


Afterwards, 
Hodges got in touch 
with E. 13. Thomas of the Whlttier 
laboratory, explained how the nema­ 
tode might be located, and tried to 
get the scientists interested in the 
discovery. As a result, the Whlttier 
laboratory has been at work on the 
case of the citrus nematode, and In a 
preliminary report, isued by the 13n! 
verslty of California by William T. 
Home, the nematodes Is discussed as 
the probable causo of mottled 
leaf 
and Hodges Is given tho credit for the 
discovery. 


Tn an article which appeared In the 


LOB 
Angeles Times last Sunday, how 
ever, the news-writer has covered the 
question thoroughly, but for some rea­ 
son was not Informed that the nema­ 
tode was first discovered and Isolated 
in Covina by Mr. Hodges. With this 
exception, the article Is a good one, 
and discusses this important discovery 
thoroughly. It is as follows: 


With the isolation by E. E, Thomas, 
assistant 
chemist of the Whlttier 
plant disease laboratory, of a nema­ 
tode, probably new to science, and 
certainly new In its relation to tho 
ornnge tree, citrus fruit 
authorities 
believe the hitherto obscure 
roason 
for the diminished production of many 
citrus groves has been discovered and 
that in this cousin of the threadworm 
an enemy has been found that will 
call for their best combative 
efforts 
In the years to come, 
% 


' In many parts of the state an un­ 
healthy 
condition of, orange 
groves 
has been reported.'tho past few years, 
but always of so indefinite a nature 
as to hardly be called definite dis­ 
ease, One of the obvious symptoms 
of this disorder has been a 
light 
mottling of the tree loaves, the veins 
remaining green 
whllo the portion 
between becomes yellow. 
Following 
this primary symptom the trees de­ 
velop other abnormal tendencies, such 
as a disposition to grow 
tall nnd 
slondor, with elthor profuse bloom or 
none at all, and fruit, where It Is 
forthcoming, that Is small and sickly 
yellow in color. 
, Thomas'B discovery was made In 
connection with studies of soil tex­ 
ture and soil moisture In relation to 
mottled leaf, and data was accumu­ 
lated at Whlttior 
which 
suggosted 


that these two factors had something 
to do with the trouble. But the fact 
that like soil texture and moisture 
conditions acted as both abettor and 
deterrent to the disorder, bred the 
suspicion 
that the true cause was 
more obscure. 


As a result, Thomas cast overboard 
all other findings and began 
search 
which finally revealed a microscopic 
creature with the primal organs, a 
mouth and an Intestinal 
canal, as 
the probable cause. 
The fact that 
millions of these creatures are to be 
found In the soil 
around 
diseased 
trees was suggestive. But more sug­ 
gestive was the fact that these crea­ 
tures resemble in many 
particulars 
tho 
destructive 
nemotode 
of the 
beet. 


As twice previously nematodes had 
been reported In connection with cit­ 
rus trees and the finding in each case 
disproved, Thomas was reluctant to 
go on record as the finder of a new 
nematode. 
William T. Home, acting 
chief, division of plant pathology of 
the college of agriculture, University 
of California, however, In a bulletin 
recently issued, states that the nema­ 
tode discovered by Thomas is possibly 
not new Jp -science but Is certainly 
now In Its relation to the orange tree. 


"It Is probable that Ave have before 
us a very difficult 
problem," 
states 
Home, "one which will take a long 
time and much original work to solve. 
The first step will be to demonstrate 
tho precise relation between the ne­ 
matodes and the unhealthy condition 
of orange trees. This in Itself will re 
quire several yearB in m y Judgment. 
The next problem will be to study 
the life history and habits of these 
nematodes and their resistance to the 
various agencies which can be brought 
against them." 


Homo further states that this ne­ 
matode presents probably the most 
Important of all citrus problems. 


Equipped with a spear-like projec­ 
tion above its mouth, the new nema­ 
tode Is cunningly constructed for Its 
work of burrowing Into the feeding 
roots and sucking therefrom the life- 
blood of the tree, So far as Thomas 
has 'been able to observe, the female, 
as usual, 1B the' chief offender, the 
males' usually being found In gela­ 
tinous masses' In the soli- near the; 
tree. lEgg 
laying, eo far, has not 
been observed. In common with mosfr 
nematodes, 
galls and swellings are 
often found on citrus roots where the 
creature has penetrated in greedy 
eagernesH for food and has found 
himself imprisoned. Such knots were 
reported from Florida in 1889 by J. 
C. Noal of the department of agri­ 
culture and also reported in 1001 from 
Chile, but with only hints as to the 
possible cause. 


Though In many 
cases 
Infected 
groves are found side by side with 
groves In which the pest Is not found, 
It has been demonstrated by Thomas 
that the nematodes are easily spread 
by irrigating water, rains and the 
cultivator. 


CENTER OF THE EARTH. 


H May Bo a Mighty Mass of• Molten 
Prooloua Matala/ 


Did you ever stop to consider the 
fact that in all probability the cecte 
of the earth Is a globe composed of 
gold, Iridium and platinum? 
These 
metals are. of course. In a liquid state, 
the Iridium at the exact center—that Is, 
provided there Is not some heavier 
metal at present unknown to man oc­ 
cupying that place—the platinum next 
and the gold surrounding the other 
two. 


"But,** you say, "what proof have we 
that this proposition is correct?" 


In answer I would say: 
"Two proofs, and perhaps more." 
First, the three metals are the heav 
lest known substances, compared bulk 
for bulk. 
This being the case, they 
would naturally be attracted to the 
center of our planet In the beginning 
tho earth was liquid. If not gaseous. 
In either case the heavy metal* men 
tioned were held in solution. By grad 
ual condensation the metals settled to 
the center, Iridium first, platinum next 
and gold last 


Ages ago, when the crust of the earth 
was thin—very thin—nil of the gold 
now known was thrown out in volcan­ 
ic eruptions. This last mentioned fact 
is the second reason for believing that 
our globe has a golden center, woven 
around a nucleus of iridium and plati­ 
num. 


A third reason for believing that 
there Is gold at the center Is this: Tbe 
earth as a whole weighs five times as 
much as a globe of water of the same 
bulk, while tbe rocks forming tbe out­ 
er crust are less than three times as 
heavy as water.—St Louis Olobe-Dem 
ocrat

Some of the speckled trout caught 
were from eight to nine inches long, 
which is puzzlitig Manager Brlggs,of 
Camp Rincon, who says he does .not 
believe the speckled trout would grow 
to that length in a single season. They 
must, have been put in, the river two' 
yeard ago and nothing said about it. 
L'. This last year the state fish and 
game commission put 105,000 rainbow 
and Bteelhead trout in the east and 
•(west-forks of the river, and Manager 
BriggB says that the fishing this year 
', Is better than it ever was before. The 
^'.commission has been sending a large 


number of trout from the hatcheries 
every year, bu£ the hatchery Is learn­ 
ing how to raise successfully and also 
about the successful transportation of 
the fish from the hatchery to the wild 
rivers of the state, A much larger 
percentage of the fish lived and did 
well this year than in previous years. 
Then too, the state laws governing 
out-of-season fishing have been very 
rigidly enforced, and the owners of 
dams, reservoirs and spillways in the 
canyon have been made to put in 
screens to keep the fish from getting 
impounded. 


Fishermen in parties of twos and 
threes are taking saddle-horses every 
day at Azusa, on the way to Camp 
Rincon and follows' Camp, while a 
few are making the longer ride up the 
north fork to the good fishing in the 
vicinity of Coldbrook camp. Charles 
Loud of Pomona caught a sixteen-inch 
fish near Camp Rincon last week, 
which is the record fish caught so 
far this season. 
Trout 
twenty-four 
inches long have been caught in past 


years near this camp. A sixteen-inch 
fish, however, Is a "whopper," and 
any "man may be excused if he recites 
the story of the catch to his friends. 
Joe AVelch of Pasadena, 
a 
famous 
fresh-water trout fisherman, has been 
making good use of his time near 
Camp Rincon, and during the last 
week has been easily bringing in the 
limit every day. Joe Welch has fished 
about every stream in California, but 
says that the San Gabriel in tho 
early part of the season has got thom 
all beaten. 


Along the stretch of the river from 
the mouth of the canyon, there are 
many fishing parties who have not 
cared or did not have the time to go 
up further to 'the camps. Many of 
these fishermen arrived in light teams, 
and they are camped under the cot- 
tonwoods at many places below the 
intake of the Pacific Light & Power 
Company. The county has been spend­ 
ing money on the road, making the 
canyon more accessible than in for­ 
mer yearB.

light, no good water—everything was 
gone. There was no way to get put of 
the city. There were no cars running. 
It did Bern to me that the devil had 
taken control of everything. 


On Thursday morning, about 4 o'­ 
clock, a man went through the streets 
calling for everybody to be up and 
have their clothes on. We went out 
and looked, and it looked like the 
city was going to be burned. The hea­ 
vens looked like they were on fire. 
Great pieces of burning wood were 
blowing in the air. In about an hour 
the fire did not lok so bad, and we 
had borrowed a coal stove and were 
just getting ready to put up, when a 
man came in an auto, rushed through 
the streets, calling for everybody to 
run for the hills.

We were in the cemetery about a 
half hour, when an officer came and 
told us to go borne.

Thieves started it to get the people 
out of their homes, BO they could steal 
what was not destroyed by the flood. 
They caught two thieves on Hickory 
street. 


Poor old Mrs. Banter had to crawl 
from housetop to housetop after her 
place had caught on fire. They had 
to take the door and lay it from one 
building.to another. That was awful. 
When the people saw the Are, they 
made for those buildings, and saved 
all they could, but some people went 
down with the buildings. They could 
not tell how many. I could not tell 
you all the horrors if I wrote a week. 
The poor horses^—how hard they tried 
to save themselves. Two got on house­ 
tops by swimming. They would swim 
to the house, and get on the top, up 
here on Burns avenue. Some of them 
were saved.

aqueduct from the Owens river val­ 
ley, this 4, sum is .considered a very 
liberal estimate. 


The citrus fruit growers in the San 
Gabriel valley are willing to pay as 
high as 3 cents an inch for the water 
to be delivered by this "Pasadena- 
Glendora-San Dlinas high line." This 
Is a price far in excess of any other 
bid offered to the city by prospective 
buyers of water. Xot only will they 
bid for water at fhia price, but they 
will pledge every foot of their land 
for the payment of their water bills. 


So far the city has received very 
few bids for this water from the San 
Fernando valley. Because the aque­ 
duct ends In the San Fernando valley 
region and because the water Is at 
their "yery doors," the citizens of that 
valley seem to think that they should 
be given the water at any rate that 
they see fit to set. 


But It must not be forgotten that 
this water belongs.to Los Angeles. It 
does not belong to the Snn Fernando 
valley. The taxpayers of Los Angeles 
paid for the water, and they should bo 
able to say to whom it should be sold 
and for what price. 


Fruit growers In the San Fernando 
valley aro offering from seVen-elghths 
to one cent an inch for tho Owens 
river water. This is tho same water 
that the growers of tho San Gabriel 
valley are willing to pay three cents 
an inch for. It will cost $2,500,000 to 
build a distributing system for tho 
San Fernando valley, and it will cost 
a trifle moro than twice that to build 
the "high line" to Glondora and San 
Dimas. But the people of the San 
Gabriel valley will pay moro than 
three times as much for the water.

LOB * Angeles, at an expense of $23, 
000,000, has built a waterway of con 
crete which will carry water for 250 
miles from the mountains into the 
city. This concrete aqueduct, which 
Is one of the greatest pieces of engl 
neering of its kind since the building 
of the Roman aqueducts, is built to 
carry 20,000 inches of water Into Los 
Angeles. 


By no possible stretch of figures or 
the Imagination can Los Angeles use 
all of this great volume of water. In 
the next two years, figuring that the 
city will advance In population with 
the rapid strides that it has In the 
past, the Inhabitants of the city will 
be able to use Just 2,000 Inches of this 
Owens river water. 


Taking these figures as a basis, and 
they are taken from the statistics fur­ 
nished by the board of public service, 
the city has 18,000 miner's inches of 
water to sell. This 18,000 inches of 
water. In a community where water Is 
one of the most valuable and neces­ 
sary possessions. The man who raises 
citrus fruits, alfalfa or any grain in 
Southern California cannot hope to 
get a crop unless he gets plenty of 
water. With this water he can make 
his fields and gardens bloom and 
bear crops which will repay him ten­ 
fold for his labors. 


If Los Angeles will build the "Pasa- 
dena-Glendora-San Dimas" high line, 
it will be the most profitable Invest­ 
ment that the people can' make.
